‘CHIEF JUSTICE’S DECISION 
_ IN DEPORTATION CASE 


Mr, Justicd “Wood, Acting Chief 
Justice, , yesterday directed that 
thare was no cuse to go to the jury 
in the proceedings against 1 Chin- 
ese named Kwok Ping. who .was 
charged. with breach of a deporta- 


tion order, 


At a previous hearing, Mr. Mac- 
namara. for. the defence had sub- | 
mitted that there was no case to] ' 
answer as the ‘Order under which 
the ibanishment was effected ‘vas 
not' a valid one. 

In giving his decision, his Lord- 
ship said that the Crown in reply 
to Mr, Macnamara’s submission 
contended that the Oourt ’ would 
not consider the point of the de- 
fence in the present proceedings or 
ahy proceedings whatsoever, The 
Crown relied in that portion of 
its argument on. section 12.(1) of 
the Deportation Ordinance “1917, 
which. stafod “In any proceedings 
whatsoever a Deportation Order 
signed by the Olerk of Councils— 
shall be deemed conclusive evidence | ' 
that the Deportation Order wae 
duly and validly made and issued 
against the person named in such 
order” His Lordship. had formed 
the opinion that the. limitation 
‘placed on that section’ upon the 
proceedings of the Court could only 
'dpply. if the terms of the Ordin- 
ance had been complied with on 
the face of the proceedings. The 
section waa intended to prevent any 
question from arising -as to. the 
operation of a. Deporbation Order 
in respect of which the Ordinance 
hed been, complied with, or,.. in 
other words, on the face of which 
no defect was to be observed.
